Both Houses of Oklahoma Legislature 
at Work on Revenue and Appro­ 
priation Bills. 


Guthrie, Ok., May 18 —Senator Tay­ 
lor of Chickasha 
today 
introduced 
a 
joint 
resolution 
submitting 
the 
“grandfather election clause” as an 
amendment to the constitution to a 
vote of the people at the fall election. 
It provides that no person shall 
be entitled to register as a voter un­ 
less he can, if required to so do by 
registration officials, correctly read 
and correctly construe any section 
of 
the 
state 
federal 
constitutions 
which may be presented to him by 
the 
registration 
officials, 
provided, 
however, registration to vote shall be 
extended to those whose grandfather 
or 
grandfathers 
enjoyed 
the 
right 
of suffrage under some other forms 
of government. 
The general election bill by Sena­ 
tor Taylor now pending in the sen­ 
ate carries a duplicate of the pro­ 
vision to be submitted as a consti­ 
tutional amendment. 
Both branches of the legislature are 
hurrying the revenue and taxation 
and the appropriation bills to the end 
of

OPENED AT BALTIMORE 


ALTIMORE.—The q ii a d r ennial 
session of the general conference 
of 
the 
M ethodist 
Episcopal 
church—its suprem e 
legislative 
and judicial body—opened in this city 
May 6, and will continue its work un­ 
til some tim e in the first week in 
June. 
This church is the largest of 
the P rotestant denom inations in this 
country, with a m em bership of 3,300.- 
000 of the laity, about 20.000 m inisters 
and 14,000 local preachers. 
To repre­ 
sent this vast host about 850 delegates 
assem bled in the general conference, 
half of them laymen, there being in­ 
cluded in the latter class a score or 
so of “elect women,” for since the year 
14)00 women may be sent as delegates 
to the general conference. 
The cosmopolitan aspects of this 
body may be inferred from the fact 
th at there are 300,000 m em bers in the 
20 Afro-American conferences in the 
south, besides m issions in A frica 
on 
the east and 
west 
coasts, 
and 
in 
Rhodesia, where Bishop J. C. H artzell 
and 
his 
colored 
associate. 
Bishop 
Scott, have done 
rem arkable 
work. 
T here are m issions 
also 
in 
China. 
Korea, Japan, Burm ah, the Philippine 
islands. India and m any countries of 
South America, besides M ethodist con­ 
ferences 
in 
Germany, 
Sw itzerland. 
Italy, Bulgaria, 
Sweden. 
Denmark. 
Norway, Finland 
and 
France. 
The 
German contingent alone 
aggregates 
100,000 m em bers and 1,000 
m inisters, 


rector of the M artin institute, Frank- 
fort-on-the-Main, Germany, and Rev. 
Dr. A. J. Nast, editor of the C hristliche 
Apologete, Cincinnati. 
It 
is 
under­ 
stood th at the German delegates will

It is just now likely th at the eight 
new bishops, aside from the German 
list already noted, will be found in 
the following list of men who now ap­ 
pear to be, according to the sentim ent 
of the church, taken far and wide, in 
the lead.

and of Drew Theological sem inary, 48 
years old and a m an of attractiveness 
in the pulpit and on the platform .

C hristian Advocate, and a recognized 
leader of the interests of M ethodism 
on the Pacific coast, has been of such

M essrs. Jennings and Graham, agents 
of the W estern M ethodist Book Con­ 
cern in Cincinnati, with 
branches in

cisco, have for two quadrennium s ad­ 
vanced the business under th eir care 
to a point never before attained. The 
total assets overrun $4,000,000; 
the 
sales of books and periodicals aggre­ 
gate $2,000,000 a year; last year a divi­ 
dend from the profits of the two estab­ 
lishm ents was made to the superannu­ 
ated preachers of the^ denom ination, 
their widows and orphans, am ounting 
to $150,000. 
For half a dozen years there have 
been several projects looking to the

About 300,000 of the entire m em ber­ 
ship are in foreign m issions. 
Question of New Bishops. 
The bishops who preside in 
turn 
over this body from day to day are the 
center of constant 
interest. 
Their 
ranks have been thinned by death dur­ 
ing the quadrennium . Bishops M errill, 
Andrews, Fowler, 
Fitzgerald, 
Joyce 
and McCabe having died. Of the whole 
num ber the venerable Bishop Thom as 
Bowman, who has passed the age of 
OO, and Bishops Foss, Walden, Malla- 
lieu and Vincent are on the roll 
of 
honor as men retired from the activi­ 
ties of the episcopacy. The others on 
the active list, Bishops W arren, Good- 
sell, Cranston, Moore, Ham ilton, Berry, 
Spellm cyer, McDowell, Bashford, Burt, 
W ilson and Neely, are in Baltim ore to 
occupy the chair as presiding officer, 
day by day, in the 
order 
indicated 
above, which is the order of seniority 
by election. 
The m issionary bishops differ from 
the officers ju st enum erated in 
that 
their episcopal jurisdiction is limited 
to the specific fields for which they 
w ere chosen—as for example, Bishops 
Thoburn, W arne, Oldham and 
Robin­ 
son, for India and M alaysia; Bishops 
H artzell and Scott, 
for 
Africa, and 
Bishop M. C. H arris, for Japan and 
Korea. 
The m issionary bishops are 
not entitled to preside over the gen­ 
eral conference. 
A question now being widely asked 
in alt parts of the church under con­ 
sideration is, who will be chosen for 
new bishops? 
It is hardly to be questioned th at 
a t least six new men must be added to

ent m anagem ent; and the second is 
the fact th at the financial situation 
ju st now is so fluctuating as to forbid 
undertaking any such a revolutionary 
enterprise as would be involved In th* 
dism antling of two 
great 
publishing 
houses to enter upon an experim ent in 
which hundreds of thousands of dol­ 
lars m ust be invested before any re 
turn can be w arranted. 
The tim e lim it will come up once 
m ore for discussion. 
M ethodism had 
no tim e lim it a t first in its pastorates; 
it was the practice of 
the 
pioneer 
Bishop Asbury to change men from 
one field to another every three or six 
m onths, to keep them on the m ove 
In 1804 a tim e lim it of two years was 
fixed; this was in 1864 extended to 
three years; in 1888 the lim it was fixed 
at five years, and in 1900 it was 
re 
moved altogether. 
Hence it has o e 
curred th at a few men have been able 
in com m anding places to hold their 
own in the great cities alongside oi 
the representatives of other denom­ 
inations who have obtained a local in­ 
fluence and prestige in part through 
the policy whereby they were able ta 
stay in one field indefinitely.
